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The right of personal liberty consists of the power of locomotion, of changing situation or removing one's 
person to whatsoever place one's inclination may direct without any restraint except by due process of law. 


Liberty under the law extends to the full range of conduct which an individual is free to pursue. ! It is not limited 
to freedoms exclusively named in either the Bill of Rights or elsewhere in the Constitution” but instead extends 


to the basic values implicit in the concept of ordered liberty and to basic civil rights. 


The right of personal liberty consists in the power of locomotion, of changing situation or removing one's person 


to whatever place one's inclination may direct without any restraint except by due process of law.* It includes a 
person's right to be let alone and to determine his or her mode of life whether it be a life of publicity or of privacy, 
and to order his or her life and manage his or her affairs in a manner that may be most agreeable to him or her, so 


long as he or she does not violate the rights of others or of the public.» 
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Individuals have a right to be free from physical restraint® and to move about as long as they are not committing 
a crime.’ Freedom of movement is a fundamental right within the concept of personal liberty® and is generally 


associated with the fundamental right to travel.” 


The right of personal liberty frequently includes other rights, such as the right to enter into and maintain certain 
human relationships,!° including family relationships and the parent-child relationship, !! the right to forego 
medical treatment, 2 and the absence of arbitrary and unreasonable restraint on a person in the conduct of his or 


her business and the handling of his or her property. 13 


While there is some authority to the contrary, !4 the right to live where one chooses is generally regarded as a 


fundamental right and an integral part of the right of liberty and is constitutionally protected. e 


Liberty in this sense is the liberty of natural, not artificial, persons. ! Certain purely personal constitutional 
guarantees are unavailable to corporations and other organizations. '7 Whether a right is purely personal depends 


on its nature, history, and purpose. s 
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
